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T is not my meaning to give the Reader a full 
view of all the patts of Popery,which cannot be 
done within the Compaſs of half a Sheet of Pa- 

; but only to preſent him with one Inſtance 


of it: And I ſhall choole to pitch upon Tranſubſtanti- 


tion, which the Papiſts themſelves have heretofore 
hoſen and ſingled out for a Teſt, and for the Shib- 
leth of that Religion ; the burning Article, as a Re- 
verend and Learned Author has lately nam'd it ; and 


[I hope it will never loſe that Name: For in Q. Ma- 


ries time, when the Papilts had gotten a man to take 
the Oath ex Officio, and were thereby enabled to pump 
his Belief, and his heart out, the principal Interro- 
gatory was this ; What do you believe concerning the Sa- 
crament of the Altar ? Now becauſe whenever Pope- 
ry returns, this old Interrogatory will certainly 
come again along with it, it iS fit for us to be provi- 
ded with ſomewhat of an Anſwer : And I think we 
cannot have a fuller, than in theſe expreſs words 
of our own Church. The Sacramental Bread and Wine 
( even after Conſecration)) remain ſtill in their very 
natural Subſtances, and therefore may not be adored ; for 
that were Idolatry to be abborred of all faithful Chriſtians : 
and the natural Body and Blood of our Saviour Chrift 
are in Heaven, and not tvere ; it beins againſt the truth 
of Chriſts natural Body, to be at one time in more places 
than one, Common-prayer-book, i» the Declaration 
at the end of the Communion. 
I ſhall here endeavour to make good this Jaſt Pro- 
poſition, namely, Thar it #5 againſt the Truth of Chriſts 
be at one time in more places than one : 
which is point blank contrary to the DoCtrine of 
the Papilts; for they aſſert, That the Natural Bo- 
dy of Chriſt is in ten thouſand different, and very 


' diſtant places at once. 


It will not be necdful to meddle with any other 
difficulties in Tranſubſtantiation; as namely, the 
ſurviving Accidents of a Subſtance which is detun&t, 
and quite and clean aboliſhed ; the crowding up of 
a humane Body, about lix foot long, within the com- 
paſs of a pin's head; the out-facing of all Man-kind, 
that a Wafer is chang'd into an humane Body, when 
all the World ſee, and feel, and taſte, that ir ſtill 
remains a plain honelt Wafer, and are fully convin- 
ced, that there is no change nor Tranſubſtantiation 
wrought, unleſs it be upon thoſe Changelings that 
believe it. 


I ſhall purpoſely wave theſe and ſeveral ſuch like 
high and arduous points, for fear of being oppreſled 
and overwhelmed with roo much Myſtery at once, 
and ſhall confine my ſelf wholly to that one [trange 
quality which a tranſubſtanciated Body has, of be- 
ing preſent in ſeveral places at one and the ſame 
time.

Countenancing and Encouraging of P APISTS. 


The Papiſts are very well aware, that a tranſub. 
[tantiated Body breaks all the Laws of Bodies in this 
as well as inall other particulars, and therefore they 
ſay,that this Body is in the Sacrament after the man- 
ner of a Spirit ; which, as they have been long ſince 
told, is to ſay, a thing is white, not after the man- 
ner of whiteneſs, but after the Manner of blackneſs, 
and is to ſpeak Nonſenſe after the manner of Senſe. 

But what ſignifies it amongſt Friends, though we 
ſhould for once allow white to be black, or a Body 
to be a Spirit? They ſhall have what they will. This 
Body ſhall, if-they pleaſe, have this property of a 
SpIr1t, that it ſhal/not be in a place circamſcriprive, 
as all Bodies are; but definitive, as a Spirit is. 

Yet ſtill that which is in a place defimrrive, or after 
the manner of a Spirit, is ſo in a place, that it is not 
elſewhere ; - but this being in many places at- once, is 
Pregnant with innumerable Contradictions. For let 
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ſo] [| [D| ABC be ſo many diſtin 
places, and let D be the Body in thoſe places ; and 
then it will follow, that the ſame Body is in the ſame 
place, and is not in the ſame placeat the ſame time: 
For inſtance, D is in A, and it is not in A, for it 
isin B, whichis not A ; it is all in B, and ir is all 
out of B, for itis in C, which is all out of B, And 
thus you may ring Changes of endleſs contradiCti- 
ons; for {till as you multiply theſe places, the con- 
tradiCtions encreaſe and multiply upon you. From 
whence it likewiſe follows, that the ſelf ſame Body 
at the ſame time ſhall be below it ſelf, ai d 'above 
it ſelf, and Avrripodes to it ſelf ; it ſhall be before it 
ſelf, and behind it ſelf, and take the wall of it ſelf ; 
it ſhall be on the right hand, and on the lefc, and in 
the middle of ir ſelf; it ſhall be near it ſelf, and 
afar off, all at once. Theſe and innumerable ſach 
like Abſurdities are the ſpawn and iſſue of the fore- 
going Contradictions. And then the ſeveral other 
Accidents which may happen to this ſelf ſame Body 
in ſeveral places, will produce another Fry of freſn 
Monſters: For the ſame Body at the ſame time ſhall 
be hot in one place, and cold in another ; it ſhall be 
moiſt in one place, and at the ſame time it ſhall be 
as dry aSa bone in another. Ard laſtly, when it is 
conlidered, that this h!cctns dottius Bod y 18 pretend- 
ed to be God's Body, and God himlelf, the Indiz- 
nities are inſufferable which are pur upon him ; for 
he is eaten and ſwallowed down in one place,and eve- 
ry body knows-what becomes of him in another. 

Now this is 7ranſ«6/tantion ! T his is the Dottrine 
which, becauſe our Forefathers could not ſwallow, 
was thruft down their Throats with borning Fire: 


| brands. But who would nos rather chooſe ro em- 
brace 


brace a Stake and Flames of Fire with a chearful ach 


viidonnted Breaſt, and with open Arms, than to let 
into his Soul ſach an unworthy Belief, as does at 
once dethrone the Majeſty of Heaven, and the Rea- 
ſon of Mankind ? *The Reaſon, the Religion, the 
Senſes of Mankind are againlt it, and all the Facul- 
ties of their Souls riſe up in contradiction and oppo- 
{ition to it. And therefore it has conſtantly been 
propounded to men upon the Swords point, it has 
been propagated by Fire and Faggot, by holy Wars 
and outragious Murders, by occalional Maſlacres, 
and by a ſtanding Inquiſition ;- and was never ſub- 
mitted to but by Beaſts of Burden, who were be- 
come lke the Horſe and Mule, which have no under- 
Fanding. | SY 
It is unexpreſlible the Cruelty that has been 
to make way for this monſtrous, abſurd, and 'bar- 
barous Doftrine ! Witneſs the Aſnes of our own 
Martyrs in Q. Aaries time, and the Deluge of Pro- 
teſtant blood which was ſhed in the French and 1ri{h 
Maſlacres. And when God ſhall make Inquilition 
for that Blood, it is mach to be feared, that a great 
part of the Vengeance which is due for ir, will fall 
upon” the Heads of thoſe men, who countenance, 
encourage, and ſtrengthen the hands of the Papilts, 
thouzh they be not Papiſts themſelves. For they a: e 
Accellories after: the Fact, and involve themſelves 
in the guilt of that Blood, by comforting and Re 
ſetting thoſe that ſhed it, and whoſe Religion it 1s 
to ſhed as much more, as ſoon as poſlivly they can. 
If he that only bids a Seducer God-ſpeed, is partaker 
of his evil deeds, as the Apoltle St. Fohn exprelly at- 
rms, 2 Epiſt. 11. vcrſ. By the ſame Reaſon, if we 
not only bid the Papilts God-ſpeed, but ſpeed them 
our ſelves, and laviſhly hold the ſtirrup for them, 
we ſhall be much more partakers of their evil deeds ; 
Such evil deeds as the Smirhfield Fires which they 
kindled here, the havack, deſtruCtion, and deſolation 
which they have made in otker parts of the World, 
and th2 Rivers of Blood which they ſhed in Ireland. 
I know that this laſt has heen excuſed, as if it were 
not an er deed, and it has been ſaid, that the Pa- 
pilts did it iz :kcir 0pn Defence, Bat did they Butch- 
er helpleſs Women, and ſacking Children, in their 
own Defence? Was it in their own Defence, they 
flit ths Months of Clergy-men from cr to ear, ard 
then pt leaves of the Bible into their Months and 
bid them Preach? Was it in their own Defence that 
they kiil'd men by picce-meal, with lingring tor- 
tures, and mide them feel a thouſand Deaths in one ; 
and after that, made Candles of their Fat to be of- 
fered to the Virgin Mary ? How can it be ſzid, 
That the Papi:ts did all this to fave their own Lives, 
when they were in no danger, and when they knew, 
that they might. have laid down their heads, and 
- have ſlept as ſecurely upon the Laps of thoſe very 
Proteſtants whom they thus murdered, as upon their 
own Pillowes? Read, ſee, turn over the Hiſtories 
of thoſe timzs, and you will find, that the Papiits 
had no apprehenſions of Miſchief from the Prote- 
ſtants, nor indeed: the Proteſtants from them, or 
elſe they had never ſuffered as they did by that ſur- 
prize.

The Popiſh Crew is always the ſan 
it is their own bragg, that their Doctrine has { 
fered no Alteration nor Interruption : and if th 
be ſtill the ſame, we have reaſon to expect the ſar 
from them. Popery is the old Serpent ſtill ; we a 
to thank God and our good Laws, that ſhe is ſom 
what chilled and benumbed in theſe Northern part 
And ſhall we now, in defiance to the Laws of Ge 
of our Countrey, and of our own Preſervation, ct 

4h and revive the old mortal Sting with no oth 
warmth, than that of our own Boſoms ? 

The Primitive Chriſtians of the firlt three hundr( 
years, would have given any thing bur their Soul 
to have had their Religion eſtabliſhed and fenced. 
ſ1ch good Laws as we have, too good to be parts 
with for any Papiſts good looks. And evety m 
has a Property in this unvaluable Treaſure. Orht 
parts of the Law are not of ſo univerſal conce 
ment, nor have all men a like Intereſt in ther 
What ſiznifie Ltreleron's Tenures to thoſe that hay 
neither Lands nor Livings? But every man has! 
So.11 t9 be ſaved, as well as the greateſt Princes, a 
has an equal fntereſt in the Laws which eſtabliſh th 
true Religion : And molt men have Children to it 
herit this Bleſſing after them, which is of iofinitel 
greater Value than Lands and Tenements, and 
that which every man owes and is bound to trar 
mit to his Poſterity ; who are born to it, and ha 
pr mach Right to it, as to Breathe in the Engli 

Ir. o 


And therefore let every Proteſtant in the Natic 
lay his hand np5n his Heart, and ſeriouſly conſider 
what he won!d have thonght the eſtabliſhment of t 
Proteitant Religion worth, if he had lived in C 
AMzries days; and that It is the worſt way in th 
World of learning the worth of a thing by the war 


of it. Let him conſider, how much hetter livir 
it 15, to be protected in the true Religion, and 
have Laws to reſtrain the {worn Enemies of it, th: 
to worſhip God by ſtealth, and in continual fear « 
his Life z and then let him give up his Relizion in 
Servile Complement if he can: Orif he can, let hi 
withall hethink himſelf in caſe his mind ſhouid Altef 
how he can ever recover it again, The Canon La 
ſays, That if there had been no Drunkenneſs th 
had been no Slavery; and it might as well have faid 
if there had been no Slavery there had been no Pope 
ry. For it 1s plain, that Popery is a forced Belief 
for when you have ſubdued a man and have hit 
down, you may make him ſay he Believes any thing 
Let every man therefore be careful to preſerve 
Civil Rights, that his Religious Rights may be pre 
ſerved: And let no man be led away with falſe pre 
tences of Loyalty to degrade his Prince, and of 
King of Freemen to make him a King of Slaves. 

a Word, Let every man be true to God, and to tt 
Law of the Land. Ay Son, Fear thou the Lord « 
the King, and meddle not with them nho are oiven 
change both our Government into Turkiſh, and 0 
Religion into Popiſh, For their Calamity ſhall ri 
ſuddenly, and nho knowerth the ruine of them both ? Pro 
24. 21, 22.
